Poe Urges Farmers 
To Cure Tobacco 
With Great Caution 

Tobacco growers should pay 
close attention to the curing of 
t^e tobacco crop this year in 
order to prevent houseburning. 
The dry weather has made it 
necessary to house tobacco earlier 
than usual. The tobacco contains 
more moisture since the top leaves 
are a little green in most cases. 
ITiis added moisture from the 
green leaves could bring about 
houseburning unless bams have 
proper ventilation. 

The best ventilation takes place 
where bams have full len#h 
vertical doors in the side wall 
equal to about one-tnird of the 
udes. This is not always possible 
in our general-purpose bams, but 
should be used as a guide in pro¬ 
viding additional ventilation. 

Other points to keep in mind 
in order to bring a good qual¬ 
ity crop out of the curing barn 
are as follows: 

1. Allow tobacco to wilt in the 
field after it has been cut but 
prevent sunburning. The green 
tip leaves damage very quickly 
if left in the sun longer than 
necessary to wilt. 

2. Start to fill your bam on the 
Northeast side. This permits bet¬ 
ter air movements in the early 
stages of curing. 

3. Never hang fresh cut tobac¬ 
co under tobacco harvested earl¬ 
ier. The extra moisture m the 
fresh tobacco will cause the par¬ 
tly cured tobacco to darken. 

4. Be prepared to coke or use 
tome form of heat during rainy 
or damp weather.

To Use Caution

' "Take time for teamwork in traf- 
, fic,’’ State Safety Commissioner 
Dun S. Sturgill urged Labor Day 
weekend motorists. 

He pointed out that seven per¬ 
sons were killed over the Labor 
Day weekend last year and 15 
die^ during that period in 1955. 

Sturgill said all available State 
Police officers will patrol high¬ 
ways during the long weekend 
and mobile roadblocks will be 
utilized. 

"Driving in today's traffic is 
not a one-man show," the safety 
official added. 

He said if drivers were con¬ 
stantly aware of this fact they 
wouldn’t pull such stunts as 
changing lanes without W'arning, 
bumper chasing, making sudden 
stops, and making turns from the 
wrong lane. 

“When you're driving courte¬ 
ously, you’re also protecting your¬ 
self," he emphasized. “A driver 
rarely causes an accident without 
suffering some injury himself.”
